Gardner W. Pearson's name was yester- 


day afternoon sent into the senate for con- 
firmation as postmaster of this city to suc- 
ceed Willis P. Burbank, appointed under 
President Harrison, in February 1SOO, and 
t iking office in March of that year. 


The result was not a surprise; there 


had been considerable delay in sending 
Mr. Pearson's name to the senate on the 
part of President Cleveland, and in this 
delay many of Mr. Pearson's opponents 
had builded hopes of a possible change. 


Newspaper correspondents of republican 


affiliations and colored spectacles had tried 
to build a wall of objection to Mr. Stevens' 
choice, aud then written and rewritten 
columns onalieeed objections to Mr. Pear- 
son, in fact judging from stories it would 
appear to an outsider that the post office 
contest was a bitterly fought one. 


It is now settled for four years, and 


settled satisfactorily to the democratic 
paity of our city. 


Mr. Stevens' choice is highly spoken oi 


on all sides, and lepublicans as well as 
democrats are frank m saying that Mr. 
Pearson has the ability to successfully han- 
dle and manage Uncle Sam's mail business 
here. 


He will assume his new duties at an ear- 


ly date. 


Mr. Pearson's Life 


Postmaster G. W. Pearson is so wel 


known here, his own home, that a lengthy 
sketch is superfluous. He is a young man 
—24 years of age—a lawyer by profession 
a mighty pleasant fellow socially, and i 
great hustler, politically. In family re- 
lations he comes from the best of stock, 
from a family which has backbone and the 
will to use it, and which has shone con- 
spicuously way hack in 
Revolutionary 


times, and later in the 1812 war and for the 
Union. 


He is the second son of the late Fisher 


Hildreth Pearson and a nephew of the late 
Gen. B. F.Butler. He was admitted to the 
Middlesex bar in 1891, 
and with, his 


brother, Fisher H. Pearson, went into law 
partnership in the Hildreth building, and 
at 6 Ash burton place, Boston. 


Mr. Pearson was for two years chairman 


of the democratic city committee. 


He is a Vesper man, an L. C. A. A. 


director and past chief ranger of Foresters.

He ex- 
pressed surprise that residents of Belmont 
venue should be asked to appear in such 
case. 
Mayor Pickman volunteered to respond 


or the work of McKissock and Maguire, 
vho renumbered the streets. A spirit of 
armony should exist among our people, 
ind these changes in the street numbers 
were made, owing to the numerous corn- 
laints received, concerning the irregular 


numbering.

names remained to be remedied. 


Mr. Cumuock asked the Mayor if he did

:here ia nothing to compromise in the 
question at issue. Belmont avenue has a 
)rior claim on the name, and the people 
vho laid out Belmont street had no right 
to call it what they did.

name. The others who spoke in favor 
were Fred Faulkner and W. H. White.

American Glucose company was buiugi 
lust night.

The works of the company consisted of 


»n il-story brick building used lor tb.6 
manufacture of glucose and starch, an 
eight-story brick buildiutj-nsadusapower 
house aud as a pi/ice for making the cat- 
tle feeding product, an eight-story brick 
building used as a refinery and an. eight- 
story storehouse. 


Toe flre was discovered in the dynamo 


room of the main builuini; by the engl-^ 
neer. In 10 minutes the whole 11 floors 
were on f.re, flumes were burstiKg through 
tha windows and darting from th* roof. 
There were perhaps 125 men at work last 
night. It will not be known until o cen- 
sus of the employes is taken whether on« 
mnn or 50 men were cremated. 
, 


It is known timt some of the men es- 


caped by tbe fire escapes, and some of 
tlioao ou the lower stotisg jumped into 
tha oauttl. A great ninny of the men at 
wnrk on the upper floors were Poles and 
Germans. They may hnve been burned 
and they may not. It is impossible to tell 
now. 
The chances are, however, that 


several men were burned to death. 


Destruction Wan Complete. 


The fire spread with incredible swift- 


ness. In 15 minutes the entire main. 
building was a muss of flumes. In 5JO 
minutes the walls began to fall, nnd they 
fell at frequent intervals until, inside of 
45 minutes., there was but one comer 
standing. The main building was con- 
nected with tbe power nnd feed house by 
an elevated unfige. 
Tue llaiiKa Crept 


across this aud ignited the feed.bouse. 
This burned more slowly than the m.iin 
building, but it was but 'a short time 
until the fl.tmes had complete control of 
the buildings. 


Meanwhile the Buffalo city fish mar- 


ket, which stood just across the street, 
took fire. Five firemen were t.eut in- 
side it to ti(,rht, the flames, and J. num- 
ber of streams were turned on the roof. 
The building w.is a long, low, brick struc- 
ture, aud the fireme^ made a good fight 
to save it, but a portion of a blazing wall 
fell on it, and started the roof to burning 
fiercely. 


Firemen Badly Jujure:}. 


The firemen inside did not know of this, 


and no one told them. The consequence 
was that ire a few minutes the roof fell in. 
and buried the firemen. Three of them 
escaped with no oth *r injuries than a few 
bruises, but John Weber and Lieutennnt 
Schraeder were not so fortunate. "Weber 
was taken out unconscious. Hi1! face is 
badly burned, sonic of his ribs broken, 
aud he bas also internal injuries. It is a 
question whether ho lives or dies. Lieu- 
tenant Schraeder bud h:s back and legs 
hurt.

Short Kailro-id Fiinw Kcj-nlalcd—Tie on 
Tearing Do«u the State House. 


BOSTON', April IS—Eocommendotion of 


tlie rejection of tbe bill fixing tfci hours 
of labor on railroads was refused by tha 
senate, 12 to IT. 


The bill to extend the time with which 


debt incurred by the town of Brookline 
for the building of hchoolUotises and the 
construction of highways was passed to 
be engrossed. 


Tiie committee on judiciary reported a 


bill traiiafemns the hiUmjjs of the su- 
pierae judicial court in the counties of 
B.'rjsluM, Franklin and Hampden to 
Spunuiiclil, ttheie .ill cases entered or 
pu-nJiug in the counties ahull be entered 
and heard after the passage of the act. 


In the house the committee on manu- 


factures laported leave 'to withdraw on 
the petition for the passage of an act to 
enable titles and towns to manufacture 
gas and electricity. 


Another of the bills of Mr. Bliss has 


bsen reported against by the committee 


| ontixjtion. This time it is the bill which 


provided that telegraph companies shall 
be taxed riot, on the miles of line, but on 
the miles of wire, uml that railroad com- 
panies shall be taxed on miles of track, 
instead of miles of hue. 


The joint special committee on the re- 


vision of the corporation laws reported 
iavornbly, m n new draft, on the bill 
wbicb was passed last year by tho house, 
and which provides that, if a foreign cor- 
poration which owns or controls a, ma- 
jority of the capital stock of a domestic 
street, railway, gas or electric light coin- 
piny issues stock, bonds, etc., based upon 
or secured by tbe property franchise or 
stock of such domestic coiporation, unless 
such issue be authorized by the law of 
this commonwealth, the supreme judicial 
court sitting in equity may in its discre- 
tion dissolve such domestic corporations. 
The attorney general is authorized to in- 
stitute proceedings under the. act. 


The same committee reported a bill 


providing lhat stock and bonds of gas 
and electric ligbt companies shall only be 
issued under the supervision of the gas 
nud electric light commissioners, and 
only in such amounts as the commission- 
ers deem reasonably requisite. 


The committee on railroads reported 


against a bill providing that all railroads 
shall keep on sale at all passenger sta 
lions tkkets at u rate not exceeding 3 
cents a mile for a distance of over three 
miles. 


Tin- committee on taxation recom- 


mended reference to the next general 
court on the bill permittitiK owners of 
personal property subject to taxation to 
have exempt the total value of the debts 
owed by the owner of such property. 


The committee on railroads reported a 


hill in favor of the petition of the Ex- 
pressmen's league of Massachusetts for 
greater express facilities. The bill pro- 
vides that hereafter the local expressmen 
enter upon the railroads and steamboats 
by tho permission of the railroad com- 
missioners, and not of the railroad com- 
panies. They are given a legal status, 
which they did not have before. The rail- 
road corporations are bound to furnish 
express messengers or the expressman 
himself with u sca&on ticket at passenger 
rates. 


The legislative committee on expendi- 


tures reiusod to accede to the report ol 
the committee on education for the build- 
ing of three new state normal schools, 
arid voted to recommend the establish- 
ment of one new school at a cost of $To, 
000. the location to be left to the state 
board of education. 


The legislative committee on expendi- 


tures decided to report against a bill pro 
%idmg for the tearing down of the front 
ot the state house and the erection of. a 
new one ut a cost of §2,300,000.

CHC&'IEK, Pa., April 18.—The Pennsyl-

A spirit of 
harmony should exist among our people, 
and these changes ID the street numbers 
were made, owing to the numerous com- 
plaints received, concerning the irregular 
numbering. 
The duplication of street 


names remained to be remedied. 


Mr. Cumnock asked the Mayor if he did 


not think that a street -which had 17 
months precedence should retain its name. 
His honor replied that all things being 
equal, yes. 


J. W. B. Shaw appeared for the Wyman 


estate, and asked that the name Belmont 
avenue be retained. 


A. Gr. Pollard expressed a •willingness to 


leave the Belmont street matter to the com- 
mittee, but argued strongly in favor of re- 
taining the name Belmont avenue. 


E. J. SToyes assured the committee that 


there is nothing to compromise in the 
question at issue Belmont avenue has a 
prior claim on the name, and the people 
who laid out Belmont street had no right 
to call it what they did. 


John A. Faulkner, Messrs. Scribner, 


Pollard and Cumnock said they had no 
trouble with misdirected mall matter, 
owing to the duplication of the street 
name. The others who spoke in favor 
were Fred Faulkner and W. H. White. 
The hearing then closed. 


Yarnnui Avenue Widened, 


F. H. Butler and many others want Var- 


num avenue widened and have so peti- 
tioned the city council. Mr, Butler stated, 
last evening, that at the Mammoth road 
end of Varnum avenue, the avenue is duly 
about 40 feet wide, where it should be 60, 
at least. 


J. M. Wilson cited tlie danger now ex- 


isting in that vicinity owing to the large 
number of vehicles that- pass over this 
narrow thoroughfare in going to and from 
the boulevard. 


Larkm T. Trull, Esq.., said that all land 


damages will be waived by the Lowell

Asralnst Watering School Street 


Luther Holt and other residents of 


School street do not want that street 
watered at the expense of the abuttors, 
and they told the committee so last even- 
ing. Mr. Holt said that it costs him about 
$2 or $3, as his share of the assessment, as 
his property has a frontage of about 100 
feet. 


William Whitmore thought the street 


watering too expensive. He admitted that 
the frontage to his property was not water- 
ed at all last year. 


Mrs. Caroline H. Barker addressed a 


letter to the committee, stating that the 
soil is leggey, and hard, land there is on 
need of the watering carts, which disturb 
the quiet of the neighborhood. 


Thomas H. Gernsh has a frontage of 400 


feet and it costs him about §14 to have the 
street watered. 


Wm. Holmes signed the remonstrance, 


but had no desire to interfere with tbe 
wants of his neighbors. 


John J. Hogan, Esq., said that the wa- 


tering of the street is a great public con- 
venience, and has nevar been objected to 
by any one but Mr. Holt and Mr. Gernsh. 
There is considerable driving through the 
street and much dust is raised. 
He Is not 


disturbed by the watering cart. This law 
for watering streets was passed for the 
convenience of all, and not for certain 
abutters. 


John Lennon desired the watering of 


the street continued as he regarded it a 
great convenience. He never noticed any 
mud or any extra amount of water run- 
ning down the street. 


Frederick Ayer sent a letter asking that 


his name be withdrawn from the remon- 
strance. 


Mr. Gernsh complained that the street 


was watered last year because Mr. Hogan 
as city solicitor had tbe necessary pnlf to 
work the petition through the city council. 


Mr. Hogan letorted that it is quite ap- 


parent that a majority of the abuttors de- 
sire the street watered. Mr. (Jewish and 
Mr, Holt receive the benefit of Pawtucket 
street; other residents should also receive 
benefits. 


John F. Murphy argued that the street 


watering should be continued. 


The hearing then cloaed.

It is impossible to tell 
now. 
The chances are, howevex, that 


several men were burned to death. 


Destruction Was Complete^. 


The fire spread with incradible swift- 


ness. In 15 minutes the entire main 
building was a mass of flames. In 30 
minutes the walls began to fall, aud they 
fell at frequent intervals until, inside of 
45 minutes, there was but one corner 
standing The main building was con- 
nected with the power and feed house by 
an elevated bridge. The flames crept 
across this and ignited the feed house. 
This burned more slowly than the main 
building, but it was but a short time 
until the flames had complete sontrol of

BAY STATE LEGISLATURE, 


ONLY ONE NOEMAL SCHOOL IS 


RECOMMENDED.. 


Corporation taws Are Now Considered— 


Short Kailroad Fares Regulated—Tie on 
Tearing Dowu the State House. 


BOSTON, April 13.—Recommendation of 


tbe rejection of the bill fixing tb? hours 
of labor oa railroads was refused by the 
senate, 12 to 17. 
•< 


The bill to extend the time with which 


debt incurred by the towu of Brookline 
for the building o£ sehoolhouses imd the 
construction of high ways was passed to 
be engrossed. 


The committee on judiciary reported a 


bill transferring the sittings of the su- 
premo judicial court in the counties of 
Berkshire, Franklin and 
Hanipdem to 


Springfield, where all cases entered or 
pending in the counties shall be entered 
and heard after the passage of the act. 


In the house the committee on manu- 


factures reported leave to withdraw on ! 
the petition for the passage of an act *to 
enable cities and towns to manufacture 
gas and electricity. 


Another of the bills of Mr. Bliss has 


been reported against by the committee 
on taxation. This time it ia the bill which 
provided that telegraph conipnnfes shall 
be taxed not on the miles ot line, bat on 
the miles of wire, and that railroad com- 
panies shall be taxed on miles o£ track, 
instead of miles of line. 


The joint special committee on the re- 


vision of the corporation laws reported 
favorably, in a now draft, on the bill 
which wus passed last year by the house, 
and which provides that, if a foreign cor- 
poration which owns or controls a ma- 
jority of the capital stock of a domestic 
street railway, gas or electric light com- 
pany issues stock, bonds, etc., based upon 
or secured by the property franchise or 
atock of such domestic corporation, tiuless 
auch issue be authorized by the law of 
this commonwealth, the supreme judicial 
court sitting in equity may in its discre- 
tion dissolve, such domestic corporation. 
The attorney general is authorized to in- 
stitute proceedings under th« act. 


The saint' committee reported a bill 


providing that slock and bonds of gas 
and electric light companies shall only be 
issued under the supervision of the gas 
and electric light commissioners, and 
only in such amounts as the commission- 
ers-deem reasonably requisite. 


The committee on railroads reported 


agftinst u bill providing that all railroads 
shall keep on sale at all passenger sta- 
tions tickets at « rate .not exceeding 2 
cents a mile for a distance of over three 
miles. 


The. committee on taxation recom- 


mended reference to the next general 
court ou the bill permitting owners of 
personal property subject to taxation to 
have exempt the total value of the debts 
owed by the owner of such property. 


The committee on railroads reported a 


bill in favor of the petition of the Ex- 
pressmen's league of Massachusetts for 
greater express facilities. The bill pro- 
vides that hereafter the local expressmen 
enter upon the railroads and steamboats 
by the permission of the railroad com- 
missioners, and not of the railroad com- 
panies. They are given a legal status, 
which they did not have before, The rail- 
road corporations are bound to furnish 
express messengers or the expressman 
himself with a season ticket at passenger 
rates. 


The legislative committee on expendi- 


tures refused to accede to the report of 
the committee on education for the build- 
ing of three new state normal schools, 
and voted to recommend the establish- iouns 
ment of one new school at a cost of 875,- 
000, the location to be left to the state 
board of education. 


The legislative committee on expendi- 


tures decided to report against a'bill pro- 
viding for the tearing dowu of the front 
o£ .the state houss and the erection of a 
new one at a cost of $2,500,000.
